Tho term "Infidel" Is used popularly In a 


vague and Indefinite seme. Kvny'country 
«•» its own fuim of religion, ami to' doubt 
that particular form, whether Jewish, Mo- 
JumniedanrCatholic, or something else, lias 
usually been called Infidelity. If a ptnsab is 
charged with being- an Infidel, we usually 
cmnot tell what the chiige means without 
special Investigation. 


It is a remwk»hie fact that Uie word "infi- 


del" Is rarely applied to a BJMI'S character, 
but. almost InvaHtMy to his inWi«t"»! be- 
lief. A Ban of impure life, if his ut«d is 
ooiiect, escapes the ch«'g«. On the othw 
hand, one whose life Is pure and Hiht&Ms, 
but who differs In opinion from those around 
him, Is often counted an infidel. 


The. speaker did not think the temi should 


over be used except In connection with ch«r- 
acter. To be an infidel In the ie-i D™"3 
moans to be faithlrm, not true in thedlscMge 
of one's duties, false to Virtue, to 'tru>h, to 
justice. This infidelity exists hi n»ny de- 
urtjcs. When a n»n attempts to defraud his 
neighbor, or utters a slander* rgplost bis 
brother Immortal, or when ho steps from the 
path of righteousness, he is unfaithful to-his 
duty to ™«n and Cod, and Is Infidel at henl,- 


Hut what about doctrine:' In Protestant 


churches there are many differences of oplu- 
Ion. 
But It we once get the Nefr Testament 


Idea of the word "doctrine," we shall find the 
essentials. Paul did not prcicri practice and 
doctrine, his doctrine was practice. KorlnUw 
text he bays "that tbe> may adorn the doc- 
trine of Uod our Saviour lu all things," and 
in the twelfth verse that do:trlne Is declared 
to be "denying ungodliness and. worldly lusts, 
living soberly, righteously and godly m.tils.
